DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner of this application has changed. To aid in correlating any papers 
for this application, all further conrespondence regarding this application should be 
directed to Group Art Unit 1652, Examiner Richard Hutson Ph.D. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/22/2007 has been entered. 

Applicant's amendment of claim 31 . in the paper of 1 1/21/2006, is acknowledged 
and has been entered. Claims 1-72 are still at issue and are present for examination. 

Claims 1-22 are still at issue and are present for examination. 

Applicants' arguments filed on 1 1/21/2006 have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive to overcome some of the rejections previously applied. 
Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby 
withdrawn. 

The previous restriction requirement in the office action of 12/27/2005, as well as 
applicants previous election of group IV, claims 50-77, in the paper of 12/27/2005, for 
assaying lithium ions and a kit for assaying for lithium ions is acknowledged as is the 
previous examiners agreement to further consider Group III along with the elected 
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Group IV. Claims 45-49 of group III and claims 68-72 of group IV should have been 
properly grouped with claims 1-23 of Group I, drawn to a chimerical protein. As the 
previous examiner has considered claims 45-49 and 68-72 in the previous office action, 
the previous restriction requirement between Group I and Group III and Group IV is 
hereby withdrawn. 

Due to the removal of this restriction requirement, the following species election 
is made. 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: A) The nucleotidase comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2 
and B) The nucleotidase comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 4. The 
species are independent or distinct because each of the different nucleotidase proteins 
comprise different amino acid structures and thus are independent and distinct 
molecules. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Cun^ently, 1-8 and 12-22 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, Including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or othenA^ise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected Invention.
